value. 
“Christianity in addition to having 
Christ as its most distinctive feature 
also meets the fundamental need of 
hum anity; the need of an assurance 
about the universe and whether or 
not we are a definite part of it and in 
harm ony with the structure of it,” Doc­ 
tor Soper stated. 
“This 
assurance 
need not be intellectual 
alone, 
but 
emotional assurance as well, some­ 
thing that stimulates the will. 
Chris­ 
tianity makes man certain th a t there 
is a God who lives and can be trusted 
and who is a personal God."
